OUR LONDON CABLE 


Cheerful Appearance of the Mar- 
kets Is on the Surface Only. 








Early Drop in the Price of Consols Ex- 
pected — Demand for Money Very 
Light—Stock Speculation Confined 
to Professional Trading in Steel 
Trust Stocks.

LONDON, Aug. 4.—The holiday season 
is upon us, but.we have little of the holi- 
day mood, whether in the money or 
stock markets. Both maintain a cheer- 
ful appearance, but there are a good 
many causes for gnawing anxiety about. 
The money market looks humdrum 
enough to be unworthy of the least de- 
scription. Bill brokers say one day that 
the rate is firm, and the next that it is 
weak, but the difference between the 
one state and the other is very often not 
eighteenpence. 

The truth is that commercial business 
is shrinking more than it ‘usually does 
at holiday times, and the financial de- 
mands which so often in recent years 
gave abundant employment to banking 
capital, whether the trade demands were 
slack or brisk, have dwindled to small 
dimensions. Take away the various 
Treasury borrowings and the market has 
not been asked to find £40;000,000 in the 
first half of the year. Indeed, I doubt if 
half of that amount of money in real 
solid cash has been found for new under- 


takings in the municipalities, colonies, 


and India. The best judges look for a 
stupid sort of money market throughout 
this: month. 

Large amounts had to be borrowed 
from the Bank in the beginning of last 


,week to help it over the end of the 


month, and this week about £50,000,000, 
allowing for anticipatory payments in 
full, will be withdrawn to cover the con- 
sol loan installment. But neither the 
finding of that amount nor the repay- 
ment of the short loans dué the Bank 
are expected to disturb the loan rates by 
any more than one-half of 1 per cent, 
True as this may be, the surface only is 
smooth, and as the Autumn settlement 
becomes due, in most quarters time is 
sure to bring our lately glossed ove 
troubles to the surface again, : 


Talking of the consol installment re- 
minds me that we have had a great 
show of more or less sham indignation in 
Parliament and ,society about the be- 
havior of your financiers when the mar- 
ket was recently floundering ana plung- 
ing, and not knowing what might hap- 
pen next. It is the same old cry, and 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer ig ac- 
cused ,of having taken an unpatriotic 
course in allowing you foreigners to buy 
at first hand any of our splendid. securi- 
ties. Directly the pmch came, so the 
chatter runs, those Yankees sold the 
stock back to us and added to the diffi- 
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culties of the market, nearly swamp- | Norfolk and Western Railway—Books close 


ing it. 

This sort of thing must not occur 
again. You can fill up the gamut of ob- 
jurgation, knowing what kind of mental 
rubbish these ebullitions evoke. So far 
as I can make out, there is next to noth- 
ing in it, and I know there are domestic 
sore spots that sadly needed the salve of 
ready money during the flurry of last 
month. 

Consols have been worked up about £2 
from the lowest point, and the small in- 
vestor is btfying the stock manfully, but 
it takes a long time to digest £60,000,000, 
and lower prices will certainly come 
again by and by. If not after the next 
installment has been paid, then when 
the holidays are over. 

The Continental markets amble along 
much the same as those anywhere else 
are doing, and, helped by cheap credit, 
the Bourse settlements at the end of the 
month everywhere have been slithered 
over with a-wonderful absence of any- 
thing like a fresh disturbance. Specula- 
tion, however, has gone to sleep in Paris 
as much as anywhere else, and a shock 
will be required to rouse the market into 
activity. 

Here we continue to stand aloof from 
everything, and only the hardy peren- 
nial stock operator takes any lively in- 
terest, even in your strikes. Consider- 
able dealings occur daily in United 
States Steel Corporation stocks, but the,” 
are nearly all professional. The public 
is not operating in elther these or any 
other of your securities to an extent 
worth mentioning.

ON THE LONDON EXCHANGE. 

LONDON, Aug. 4.—Last week’s record on 
the Stock Exchange was erratic, but 
scarcely interesting. The period was 
broken up by the settlement and the fact 
that the impendning holidays followed so 
close upon.it. The same conditions will 
probably continue, preventing anything like 
the resumption of normal trading. Most of 
the leaders of the market, who are now 
taking their vacations, are reluctant to 
open fresh accounts, and the smaller opera- 
tors for the most part remain occupied 
with scalping fractions from each other 
in the hope of heing able to afford vaca- 
tions for themselves later in the season. 

Home railway securities were dull, the 
trading remaining at about the lowest fig- 
ures. Even Americans were inactive after 
the “Slight rally at the beginning of the 
week, due to a hope that the steel strike 
would be settled. Least depressed of all 
were Canadian railway securities. Their 
strength was due to the immense crop out- 
look and the prospective harvest, together 
with the benefits to be derived Jrom the 
Buffalo Exposition. Mexico and Argentine 
shares were up slightly, but the Continental 
market was deadly dul], especially in in- 
dustrials. . 

It is the fashion of Continental critics 
now to explain thig depression as due to 
the demoralization *engendered by Great, 
Britain's long struggle in South Africa, but 
At would be more exacty to attribute it to 
the dread felt by Europe of a general tariff 
war, coupled with a knowledge of the over- 
capitalization of many big enterprises and 
the fear of further disclosures of financial 
immorality, similar to those recently made 
in Germany.and Belgium. 

Mining shares have temporarily lost their 
attraction for the public: The movements 
last week were small and generally down-
